Before I leave this Argument, I muſt admoniſh 
that thoſe things which have been ſpoken of the 
duration of-Autymnal intermittents, and of the 
time requiſite- for the deſpumation of 'the Blood, 
are ſo to be underſtood, that we reſpect now only 
that which Nature is wont. to perform by the aſ- 
ſiſtance only of common Medicines'; for we have 
by no means deſignedly diſcourſed ſo of theſe 
chings to diſcourage Learned and Diligent Phy- 
ficians from ſearching for better Methods of 
Cure , and more effeCtual Remedies, by which 
they may haſten the cure of Diſeaſes. of this 
kind ; for truly I am fo far from thinking fo, 
that I don't deſpair of finding one day ſuch a | 
method or remedy. 

The Diſeaſe being removed, care muſt be ta- 
ken that the Patient be purged, for tis incredi- - 
ble how many Diſeaſes are occaſioned by the o- 
miſſion of Purging after Autumnal Agues ; and I 
wonder this is'taken ſo little notice of , and no 
more provided for by Phyſicians ; for whenever 
I have ſeen either of theſe Diſcaſes happen to 
People ſomewhat in Years, and Purging was 
neglected, I could certainly . foretell that ſome 
dangerous Diſeaſe would befall them, though 
they had not the leaſt thought of it, being as it 
were perfeCtly recover'd.

Peripneumonia is thus. defin'd, *Tis an 

Inflammation of the Lungs, with an a- ' 

cute Fever,. a Cough,, and a difficulty 
of Breathing, They that have this Diſcaſe per- 
ceive a great Inflammation in the Breaſt, with a 
Swelling of the Lungs, and ſometimes a prick- 
ing Pain; they . labour for breath, - and Breath 
ſhort, or as Hippocrates ſTays,..they draw it deep. 
The Fever . is, accompanied with great Thirit, 
Watchings, and a troubleſome Cough, and the 
Spittle Bloody, -or ſtreak'd with Blood ; from 
which it manifeſtly appears, that this Diſeaſe is 
occaſion'd by reaſon the Blood boiling Fevouriſh- 
ly, does not eaſily paſs through the leſſer Veſſels 
of the Lungs, - but ſticking in their Paſſages,cauſes 
firſt an Obſtruftion, and then being more extra- 
vaſlated, an Inflammation with Heat, a Cough,and 
colour'd Spittle. Moreover. as the Blood, ſo 
ſtagnating, puffs. up the Paſſages of the Lungs, 
and compreſſes them, there is. a difficulty of Re- 
ſpiration, and as it- diſturbs and ſtretches -the . 
Nervous Fibres, it often cauſes Pain. |

Tho it be not eafie to fay what this diſpoſi- 
tion of the Blood is that inclines to a'Peripneu- 
monia, yet the ' reaſon of it does ſomewhat ap- 
pear from Bleeding, always us'd in this Diſeaſe 
with good ſucceſs; for the Blood taken away 
from.thoſe that have this Diſeaſe, and alſo in a 
Pleuriſic,. hath a little white Film, or otherwiſe 
diſcolour'd, growing on.it when 'tis cold, inſtead 
of a Scaxlet Cream, which is alſo very tough 
and clammy,whence we may conjecture, that the 
Maſs of Blood being too much bound up, {ſo that 
in Circulation it can't put off itsExcrements, is 
too much thicken'd and clammy, and by con- 
ſequence too prone to Efferveſcence, and to ſtop 
narrow Paſlages, eſpecially of the Lungs, 

But; if it be farther inquir*d from whence pro- 
ceeds this Diſpoſition of the Blood, by which 
it becomes clammy like ropy Wine ; the gene- 
ral reaſan hereof is this, That the groſſer parts 
of the Blood are not ſufficiently wrought upon by 
the more Fine, ſo as to be equally mixt | and 
temper'd, that the good may at length betake 
themſelyes to their proper Functions, and that the 
 fuperflugus ſhould perpertually be diſcharged by 
- their proper ways. But-on the contrary, the ſdl- 

phureous Particles of the Blood,combin'd with the 
faline and earthy too much exalted, intangle alt 
the reſt ; ſo that containing within it elf” all its 
Impurities, it grows clammy as Glue, and:for this 
reaſon occaſions a Peripneumoic Diſpoſition.. .

he Cure. , oblig'd to take away that: Blood by 
Phlebotomy, which occaſions the ſuffo- 

cation. and inflammation of the Lungs, and to 
ventilate and open the Lungs with pectoral Re- 
medies,. and to mitigate the Heat of the whole 
Body with a cooling Diet : But whereas on 
the one hand, the Heap of Flegmatic Matter con- 
tain'd in the Veins daily ſupplying Matter for 
the Inflammation of the Lungs may ſeem to 
indicate Bleeding often repeated ; yet on the 
other Hand-I found by. the | beſt Obſervation I 
could make, that Bleeding. often repeated, has

And indeed ,the* Baſtard Peripneumonia, oc- 
cal on'd by a great deal of Phlegmatick Filth 
heapt up in the Blood and by reaſon of the 
Analagy. of .the Winter: caſt upon” the Lungs, 
is to be curd by that Method wherein re- 
peated Bleeding is not only indicated, but alſo 
purging, otherwiſe than a true Peripneumonia, 
whichI ſuppoſe is plainly of the fame kind 
with a Pleuriſie, and - that it only differs from 
it in this, viz. _ That a Peripneumonia does 
more, univerſally affect *the Lungs. Both Diſ- 
eaſes are curd by the ſame Method; namely, 
by Bleeding chiefly, and by cooling Medicines, 

Tho. this Baſtard Peripncumonia 1s ſomewhat 
like a_ dry Aſthma, both as to the difficulty of 
Breathing, and ſome other Symptoms, yet *tis 
ſufficiently diſtingutſh*d from it; for in this 
there are manifeſt Signs of a Fever and In- 
flammation, which never appear in that; tho 
in this kind they are much leſs and obſcurer, 
than thoſe which OUPEny a true Peripneu- 
monia. : 

But we muſt carefully obſerve, that *tis. by 
no means ſafe to forbid the drinking of Spirit 
Wine, and ſuch Liquors all of a ſuddain, when 
the Patient has been a while addiQted to them, 
but they muſt be left off gradually, for there 
is danger of a Dropſie from a haſty and abrupt 
change, which ought to be obſery*d in all 
Diſeaſes that come on this occaſion. - And ſee- 
ing there has been mention made of Spirits of 
Wine; I will ſay by the by, that indeed 'twere 
to be rn they were either wholly biced, 

ite 
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bited, or at leaſt us'd for refreſhing the Spirits, 
and not for extinguiſhing them, or that the 
internal uſe of them were wholly abdicated, 
and that they ſhould be only us'd by Surgeons 
in Fomentations to digeſt Ulcers, or to be ap- 
ply*d to Burns, in which laſt caſe they are bet- 
ter than any other Medicine yet found out, 
for they defend the under Skin from: piitre- 
fattion, and ſo foon perform the Cure, (not 
waiting for Digeſtion, which requires a con- 
ſiderable time) if a Rag dipt in Spirit of 
Wine be preſently apply'd to the part hurt 
with Scalding-water, Gun-powder, or the-like, 
and moiſten'd with the aforeſaid Spirit now and 
then, till the pain from the. Fire be quite gon;

A Quanſey. 


'T comes at any time of the Year, eſpecial- 
) ly between Spring and Summer ; it chiefly 
: ſeizes Young Men, and ſuch as are of a 
Sanguine Conſtitution, and Red-Hair'd People 
(which I have often obſerv?d) more than any 
other ; they ſhiver and ſhake preſently at the 
beginning of the Diſeaſe,. a Fever follows, and 
a little after a pain and inflammation of the 
Jawsz and if the Patient be not ſeaſonably re- 
liev'd preſently, he can neither Swallow, nor 
draw his Breata through his Noſtrils, ſo that 
he is under the apprehenſion of Strangling, by 
reaſon the Jaws are ſtopt by the Inflammation, 
and tumor of the Uvula, Almonds, and Larinx, 
and 1s indeed in a manner ſuffocated. There 
is great danger in this Diſeaſe, for it ſome- 
times deſtroys a Man in a few hours, namely, 
when a great deal of the Febrile Matter is caſt

of the Diſeaſe is not timely prevented by the 
uſe of proper Remedies.

CHAP. VI. 
Cholera Morbus, Vomiting and Loſes 
| -mn 1669, 


His Diſeaſe was more Epidemical in the 

Year 166g, than I ever knew it in any 

other Year. It comes as certainly at 

the latter end of Summer, and at the. approach 
of Autumn , as Swallows at the beginning of 
Spring, and as Cuckows at the heat. of the fol- 
lowing Seaſon. That Diſcafe which 1 is occaſio- 
ned by a Surfeit, comes at any time; the Symp- 
toms are indeed alike, and the Cure -the ſame; 
yet *tis of another kind. The Diſeaſe is eaſily 
known, for there. are violent Vomitings, and an 
evacuation of Ill Humours with great, difficulty 
and trouble by Stool ; - there is a. violent pain 
and inflation of the Belly and Guts, a'Heart- 
burning, Drouth, a aick Pulſe, with heat and 
Anxiety , and often ſmall and unequal., with 
great nauſcouſneſs, and ſometimes a Colliqua- 
tive Sweat, ContraCtions of the Arms and Legs, 
Fainting, a Coldneſs of the Extream Parts 
ſuch like Symptoms, which greatly rerrify the 
By-Standers , and kill the Patient in Twenty 
Four Hours, There is alſo a dry Cholera from- 
a Flatuons Spirit - breaking out above and . be- 
Mat: without Vomiting - or Looſneſs , which F 
never ſaw but once, and that was. at the begin-, 
; ning 


and, © - 
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' 92 Cholera Morbus, Vomiting 
ning of this Autumn, at which time the former 
kind was very frequent, . 

I have found by diligent application-of mind, 
and by manifold experience, that if. on the ' 
one hand I ſhould endeavour ' to expel theſe 
_ ſharp Humours that are the Fewel of the Dif- 
eaſe by Catharticks, I ſhould do juſt as he . 
that endeavours to quench Fire with Oyl, ſee- 
ing the operation .of the moſt gentle Cathar- 
tick would but give farther diſturbance, and raiſe 
new Tumults : And on the other hand, ſhould 
I at the very firſt reſtrain the primary effort 
with Narcotick Medicines , and other altrin- 
gents, whilſt I hindred natural Evacuation, and 
detained the humour againſt nature , the Pa- 
tient would undoubtedly be deſtroyed by an 
inteſtine War, his Enemy being incloſed in his 
Bowels : For theſe Reaſons therefore I- thought 
I muſt go the middle way, that I might partly 
evacuate and partly dilute the Humour, I 
found ont this Method ſeveral Years agoe, and 
have long experienced 'it, and have by it 
many times reduced this Diſeaſe to good order. 

A Young Chicken is Boiled in about Three 
Gallons of Spring Water, ſo that the Liquor 
hath ſcarce any Reliſh of the Chick; the Pa- 
tient is ordered to drink ſeveral large Draughts 
of this a little warm z at the ſame time a good 
quantity will ſerve for ſeveral Clyſters,” to be 
ru cceſiively , nntil all the Broath be con- 
umed -and rendred' upwards and downwards, 
an Ounce of the Syrups of Lettice, Violets,

Inſtead of which, any Shop Narcotick may 
be made uſe of, And this way of diluting the 
Humours is much ſafer, and more expedite, 
than that which is commonly taken to ſtop 
this moſt dangerous Diſeaſe ; viz. either by 
Evacuaters or Aſtringents ; becauſe the tumulr 
is heightened by Evacuaters,. and all things are 
put in a hurly burly by them ; and the other 
on the contrary detain an Enemy in the Bowels, 
and of a Stranger do -plainly make - him an In- 
habitant, To ſay nothing of the tedious trou- 
ble, created to the Patient, when the* Diſeaſe 
. Is protracted , whereby at length the Bad 
Homours creep into the Maſs of Blood, and 
eaſily kindle a Malignant Fever. ' 

"But tis to 'be diligently noted, that if the - 
Phyſician be not called till the Vomiting and 
Looſneſs have continued many Hours, ſuppoſe 
Ten or Twelve, and the Patient is worn' out, 
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94 Cholera Morbus, Vomiting, &c. 
. thac the Extream parts wax cold 55 I ſay 
in this caſe all other Remedies being omitted, 
he muſt immediately fly to Laudanum, the 
Sacred Anchor in this Diſeaſe, which is not 6n- 
ly to be given when the Symptoms are _ur- 
gent , but alfo after the Vomiting and Looſ- 
neſs go off ,, and to be repeated Morning and 
Evening daily, till the Patient has recovered - 
his Strength and Health. | 

Though this Diſeaſe be Epidemical, yet it 
very ſeldom laſts longer than Auguſt, in which 
it firſt began; on which account I have been 
induced to contemplate that moſt elegant and 
ſubtle Artifice , which nature uſes in the pro- 
dution of Epidemick Diſeaſes ; for - though 
the ſame cauſes wholly remain, ' ſo that many 
ſhould 'be ſeiſed with this Diſeaſe ' as well in 
September as Auguſt, by reaſon of cating too 
much Fruit, yet we fee the ſame effe&t does 
not follow. And he that has carefully col- 
lefted the Phznomena of a Legitimate Cho- 
lera, of which only we treat at preſent, will 
confeſs that that Diſeaſe which invades at 
any other time of the Year, though coming 
upon 'the ſame occaſion, and accompanied with 
ſome of 'the ſame Symptoms, is quite diffe- 
rent from this now ſpoken. of ; juſt as if there 
were ſome ſecret and peculiar thing in the 
Air. of this peculiar Month , able' to impreſs 
on the Blood, or on the Ferment of the Sto- 
mach, ſome ſuch ſpecifick alteration adapted 
only to this Diſeaſe.
